W HEN General Prime de Rivera and the 
other army chiefs in Spain turned the 
Gottnuesl nit last Fall it was pretty plain 
that corrupt politics /and mismanagement in 
Morocco were the root causes of the bloodless 
revolution. * 

It was recognized at the time that if there 
had existed any sort of responsible body of 
public opinion a war reminiscent of a former 
national crusade against the infidel Moor—a 
war, by the way. hated because it serves no 
real public interest, end has cost the country 
thousands of dead and an empty treasury— 
"eves could have lasted as long as it has done. 

Nearly twelve months have elapsed, how¬ 
ever, since de Rivera telephoned King AJ- 
phooso that he and his military colleagues were 
loyal to the dynasty but after the Government's 
scalp, and the latest news from Morocco indi¬ 
cates that seveia! hundred Spanish soldiers have 
been slaughtered by their trwn artillery, while 
another column has been ambushed by the 
Moors. 

Spain's dictator does not seem to have 
brought about peace and reforms which his 
lofty manifesto led the world to believe would 
be quickly accomplished, and if public con¬ 
sciousness has been lacking in the individual 
Spaniard up till now the fortunes of war may 
produce it befoae long.

Dr. Weir, who Is professor of edu¬ 
cation and psychology in the college 
of Puget Bound. Tacoma, stated that 
the universe rightly interpreted was 
the revelation of perfect moral per¬ 
sonality. and the system of physical 
changes became In human beings not 
only the basis of communication, but 
the field In which “we work out our 
moral destiny.** 

The speaker gave a splendid resume 
of modern philosophical' thought, 
quoting Dewey. Bcrgeon. James and 
other thinkers as to the way In which 
humanity should consider God In His 
Being and In His relations to the 
world in which we live. The speaker 
questioned whether they should con¬ 
fer creation as going on now. and 
Ood himself as growing and perhaps 
limited. The trend of the paper was 
to support the personality of God. and 
the sense of belief In a definite crea¬ 
tion. 

He concluded a scholarly summary 
of the thesis as follows: 

SEEKING THE IDEAL 

“Now In order that moral trust 
may be ultimately Justified not only 
must there be a measure of freedom 
of the personality as self-active and 
responsible, there must be ground for 
hope that somehow and somewhere 
the Ideal in personal character Is 
realisable. When we seek the Ideal of 
virtue, the perfection of character, 
are we following an uncertain light, a 
TtfinWpP Dbel 'Wdf Trust In fTPTiCT' 
goodness point to an ultimate at- 
tolruntnl. to a. survival, of. Uuut which, 
la worthy to endure under conditions 
where the perfect pattern may be 
realised. 

•That such an Ideal may have 
Philosophic support and validity. 
tb*re must be a permanent recon¬ 
ciliation, a perfect coincidence of vir¬ 
tue and happiness. The Idea that 
one might be damned for the glory 
of Ood Is utterly abhorrent to s 
moral trust In the universe. Happlneea 
la not conceived simply as a reword 
of rlghteouanras. happlnesa and vir¬ 
tue are ultimately one and Insepar¬ 
able. J 

SACRIFICE 

“In the moral conception, there 
will be a reconciliation of the uni¬ 
versal and particular In human ends.

Mill Workers Ask For Board 
of Arbitration to Settle 
Wage Issue 


Value of Pageantry to Re 
ligion is Emphasized by 
Rev. R. Connell 


"There is a growing movement." 
said Rsv. Robert Connell to the Pa¬ 
cific Coast Theological Conference 
this morning. In speaking on the sub¬ 
ject, The Dramatic In Rcllgian.* 
"towarda a freer drama outside the 
church. It Is a drama In which the 
people shall take a more Important 
part than that of mere spectators 
only. Pageants are becoming Increas¬ 
ingly popular, and nre not Infrequent¬ 
ly of a religious nature. Such are 
thoae that commemorate events In 
church history or the activities of the 
mission field. Morality plays engage 
tha co-operation of a lesser number 
of people, but approach more nearly 
ths Idea of aacred drums. The true 
religious drama will have as its core 
ths profound verities of the soul's 
Ufa in relation to that divine order 
In which the spirit of God moves. 

"The ancient corporate rites are yet 
the best we have, though they may 
require from time to time enrichment 
or pruning of the accessories. They 
hare been a standing witness of the 
importance of ths appeal through 
senses other than the ear or In ad¬ 
dition to it. Visible appeals, especlslly 
of a corporate character, awaken 
curiosity, and arouse attention in a 
high degree. They have their danger. 
It lies In an excessive use. The stir¬ 
ring of deep emotion without the 
turning of it Into channels of practi¬ 
cal energy, enfeebles both feeling and 

will." 

MOTION PICTURE USES 

He proceeded: "To-day the world 
Is being appealed to through eye gats 
as never before. I do not think the 
church Is seising the opportunity ns 
she should, or realising the useful¬ 
ness of a method so old and yet so 
young. There are many needs to 
meet, of individuals and of classes, 
and It will require as Intense a study 
nt least of requirements and potenti¬ 
alities aa is given by the 'movie' di¬ 
rector or the advertising end of a 
great business. Outside of Worship 
the dramatic will probably finds Its 
best expression in plays of the mor¬ 
ality type and the avoidance for the 
most part of thi representation of 
Biblical scenes In literal rendering. 
PAGEANT VALUE 

"How far these extra liturgical 
manifestations of the drama should 
take place In sacred buildings Is s 
matter to be decided by taste and by 
the type of play. Probably the first 
step would be the pageant with its 
elasticity of numbers. Its compara¬ 
tive Indifference to spectators and Its 
appeal to commemorative Imagina¬ 
tion. In It ths church's life, experi¬ 
ence and activities could be set forth 
in q ui te u nfo r ge tta ble wars: 

"Here art. so long divorced from 
religion In too many of our churches, 
could take her place once more as the 
handmaiden of the holy house. By 
beauty of form, color and sound 
wedded to fitting gestures or chosen 
words, men ahd women end little 
children shall learn great truths by 
which to live end die, and aa the 
world itself Is ths stage of the hu¬ 
man drama, where our lives are the 
vehicles and representations of spirit¬ 
ual powers, so the spectators of and 
participants In these partial plays 
shall learn some secret of the greater 
whole and enact their parts therein." 

Mr. Connell traced the history of 
the mystery plays of the middle ages 
and their influence on human under¬ 
standing of the infinite.

Victorians Assist in Trans- 
faring Headquarters to 
Victoria 

Extensive Development at 
Great Slave Lake 

Headquarters of the Aurous Gold 
Mining Co., which owns and is de¬ 
veloping the senaational deposit* of 
free milling gold discovered In Great 
Rlsv# Lake, have been moved from 
Tscoma to Victoria end the develop¬ 
ment will now bo conducted purely 
as a Canadian company. It was an¬ 
nounced to-day by the new bead 
office of the* company here. K ' i ‘ v 

Dr. Tanner and Fred. Elliott hatp. 
joined the board of directors so that 
control of tha valuable Canadian 
properties will be held on this side 
of the line. 

Transfer of (he company from an 
American organisation with United 
Htates control to a straight Canadian 
company la now being put through 
by the Department of State at Ot¬ 
tawa. All tha American'stockholders 
will have their American stock called 
In and replaced by Canadian. 

Under the new arrangement the 
company and Its operations will be. 
under the control snd taxation of 
only one Government. Instead of hav¬ 
ing to carry out regulations by and 
pay taxes to American and Canadian 
Governments. 

C. P. Dench, who for fourteen years 
was a Canadian Northwest Mounted 
Policeman covering the northern 
territory, and who participated In the 
rich discovery while he was covering 
hie best in the wilds. Is head of the 
company. Now that the change has 
been made from Tacoma snd the con¬ 
trol placed In the hands of Canadian 
instead of American capital, Mr. 
I>ench Is establishing his headquart¬ 
ers here. 

The first developments under the 
Canadian control will ba to put In a 
Hardy mill, which crushes the ore to 
the finest particles and makes pos- 
sl k le f k s eemp ira t s e p ara t ion of p ore 
loTO y tfie rpercury process.'' With’ 
this mill shipping costs will he cut 
dpwn.Lo a small fraction of what 
they are now as pure gold only will 
be shipped out instead of the ore, 
which has bran coming down by 
water rout and pack train to Ed¬ 
monton and from there by rail to the 
Tacoma Smelter. 

The ore rune up around 9112 a ton 
In pure gold. There Is enough of It 
plotted out on ths surface already to 
run the mill for twenty years at the 
capacity of the mill which Is 440 tons 
a day. When the mill is completed 


It will turn out between 94,100 and 
$9,000 of pure gold a day. 

The mill is now. being erected at 
the mine.
